Meisnest, manager of the Washington 
Athletic Club, Seattle, has announced 
that the 1962 conference of the 
CMAA will not be held in Seattle as 
originally scheduled.

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Short Course Report 


Controlling the Problem Drinker 


LUB managers and other food op- 

erators wanting to curb problem 
drinking in their operations should 
urge patrons to eat, Professor Harri- 
son M. Trice told club managers at- 
tending a short course held last sum- 
mer at the School of Hotel Adminis- 
tration, Cornell University. 

Food, such as steak, salads with 
oil dressing, and butter, slow down 
the stomach’s absorption of alcohol. 
Professor Trice, a member of the 
faculty of the New York State School 
of Industrial and Labor Relations at 
Cornell, serves as an industrial con- 
sultant on alcoholism. 

On an empty stomach, an 180-pound 
man can become legally intoxicated 
(0.15 per cent alcohol in his blood- 
stream) when he quickly drinks two 
or three straight shots of 80-proof 
alcohol. After eating a good dinner, 
five such drinks are needed to show 
the same amount of alcohol in his 
bloodstream. 

Cutting off alcohol served to him at 
the bar would be helpful, Professor 
Trice commented, but most problem 
drinkers will simply seek out another 
bartender with fewer scruples. Food 
not only cuts down on the amount of 
alcohol taken into the bloodstream, 
but also provides heavy drinkers with 
protective foods. The problem drinker 
tends to substitute alcohol for food, 
thus starving his body of vitamins 
and body-building nutrients, eventu- 
ally bringing about his own physical 
collapse. 

Current trends do not show that 
alcoholism in the United States is on 
the increase, Professor Trice ob- 
served, as we have always had prob- 
lems with alcoholism, even during 
Prohibition. Estimates show that 
about 41% million people in the United 
States can be classified as “alcohol- 
ics.” For practical purposes, an al- 
coholic is defined as a person whose 
family and work relations have been 
disrupted because he cannot control 
his drinking habits. Most alcoholics 
are in the 30 to 50 age range (only 
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15 per cent are older than 50 and 
men outnumber women about five to 
one. 

Professor Trice outlined the popu- 
larly accepted explanations for prob- 
lem drinking—heredity, metabolism, 
emotional instability, and group in- 
fluences—pointing out that none of 
them are separately provable. He 
offered a combined explanation: the 
alcoholic in most instances is the 
product of these four factors working 
in combination. He may have a pre- 
deliction by inheritance, physiology, 
and emotional problems, which, when 
combined with group influences fa- 
vorably disposed toward alcohol, re- 
sult in his developing a drinking 
problem. 

Club managers queried Professor 
Trice concerning four well known 
sayings about alcohol: 

1. “A strictly beer drinker never 
becomes an alcoholic.” Professor Trice 
replied that only a few cases are 
known where persons inclined toward 
alcoholism continued to stick to beer 
once they became serious drinkers. 
Usually they graduate to distilled bev- 
erages to get the effect they continu- 
ally seek. 

2. “As drinking dehydrates the 
stomach and the brain, bringing on a 
‘hang-over,’ the heavy drinker should 
consume lots of water.” Research 
shows, according to Professor Trice, 
that the amount of water in the body 
cells is lowered when the amount of 
alcohol consumed rises to 0.04 or 0.05 
per cent. But there is much debate 
whether this dehydration is due to 
alcohol or to the excitable stage in 
drinking when the person smokes 
more, talks more, and is physically 
more active. The hang-over is not dis- 
persed simply by imbibing lots of 
water. 

3. “Two years of ‘solid’ drinking 
will kill you.” Professor Trice com- 
mented that much depends upon the 
person’s physical condition and how 
concentrated his drinking is—whether 
he drinks a quart a day all at once 
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or spreads out his consumption 
throughout the day. Usually seven 
to ten years of steadily increased 
drinking are required before the 
problem drinker reaches physical col- 
lapse. 

4. “The amount of liquor drunk is 
irrelevant in becoming an alcoholic.” 
Professor Trice said that this idea 
is nonsense. Occasionally a person 
does stabilize his drinking at the 
amazing consumption of one quar 
a day, but he runs a much higher ri:k 
of becoming an alcoholic than the 
person who reaches a plateau cn 
smaller quantities. 

Many urban business executives ¢o 
through the entire process of becor:- 
ing an alcoholic without observatio, 
according to Professor Trice. Amorg 
their associates, their drinking is con- 
trolled and they avoid alcohol as a 
conversational topic. They drink alone 
or find companions who are also 
heavy drinkers and then drink them- 
selves into a stupor. 

The pre-dinner cocktail and so- 
cial gatherings at which alcohol is 
served have become an accepted part 
of American life, Professor Trice said. 
At such affairs, alcohol functions as 
an “ice breaker” and its use is group- 
oriented. Problems arise when per- 
sons consume alcohol for other than 
social reasons, particularly as a means 
of managing their maladjustments. 

Our social mores and _ attitudes 
toward drinking need considerable 
alteration before Professor Trice sees 
much hope in combatting alcoholism. 
Only one person Sut of seven taking 
treatment remains sober for as long 
as two or three years after therapy. 
People should recognize that the abil- 
ity to “hold one’s liquor” and to 
“drink others under the table” is a 
danger signal—the first stage in al- 
coholism—not a prestige factor. Some 
persons stabilize their drinking at 
this point. Others unfortunately pro- 
gress to memory blackouts, uncon- 
trolled drinking, and to eventual phys- 
ical and mental collapse.

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How to Promote Card Tournaments 


peat aie nationwide survey re- 
/ vealed that card playing is Amer- 
ica’s number one participant recrea- 
tion enjoyed regularly by three out of 
fcur adult Americans, Fishing rates 
second and boating is third. The same 
survey showed that a deck of cards 
may be found in approximately 87 
per cent of all U. S. homes. 

These startling figures will not be 
challenged by most club managers 
who are well aware of the popularity 
o: card playing among their members. 
A casual stroll around the premises of 
the club will reveal groups of mem- 
bers, mixed or otherwise, enjoying a 
game of cards. Although bridge, gin 
rummy, poker, pinochle and canasta 
are the general favorites, such games 
as euchre, skat, sheepshead, set-back 
or whist are also popular depending 
upon what section of the country your 
club is located in. 

But while most club managers rec- 
ognize the appeal of card games to 
their individual members, some are not 
aware of the tremendous possibilities 
for attracting and holding members by 
staging card tournaments. 

What are some of the special ad- 
vantages of card tournaments? First 
of all, they have a universal appeal 
to all club members and their families 
that is not bounded by age or physi- 
cal condition. Again, because card 


play is a sedentary recreation, it ap- 
peals to a lot of your members who 
refrain from participating in the more 
strenuous types of physical activities 
such as golf, bowling or swimming. 
Third, and a very important factor, is 
that it is one of the few recreational 
activities in which men and women 
can meet on an equal basis. Finally, 
a rather obvious benefit, it is very in- 
expensive to operate. 

Bridge is, of course, one of the most 
popular card games played in private 
membership clubs and easily can be 
transformed into an important part of 
a club’s regular activities. Many clubs 
have found it a good idea to set aside 
“bridge night” one night each week, 
or one night every other week. Ex- 
perience has proved that a mixed 
group works well from the point of 
view of appeal. 

Next to the playing cards them- 
selves, the most important ingredient 
in getting your “bridge night” activity 
off the ground is to name a committee, 
which should consist of from five to 
seven club members who have some 
organizational ability and, most im- 
portant, a genuine enthusiasm for the 
game. The committee will decide the 
number and amount of prizes to be 
awarded, and the number of nights of 
play. The committee will also appoint

a chairman or tournament director 
who, of course, must be an experi- 
enced bridge player who, in the in- 
terest of the game, must be occasional- 
ly willing to forego actual competition. 
If there is no available person within 
the club, a local bridge club can usu- 
ally supply a tournament director. 

It will be the duty of the tourna- 
ment director to: 

(1) Assign contestants to their start- 
ing places. 

(2) Explain to the players the 
methods of scoring and general rules. 

(3) Call the changes for each round 
and generally “direct traffic.” 

(4) Help inexperienced players who 
need individual assistance. 

(5) Give rulings on bridge law. 

(6) Collect the tally cards after the 
game. 

(7) Post the scores for each session 
and publicize the standings. 

(8) Determine the winners and 
award the prizes at the conclusion of 
the tournament. 

When it comes to setting the rules 
for your “bridge night” activity, you 
will find that the simpler they are 
kept, the smoother your event will 
run. Upon registration for play, each 
couple is given a numbered ticket by 
the tournament director who retains 
a duplicate number. Then, at a desig- 
nated time on the night of the bridge 
tournament, the chairman or tourna- 
ment director shuffles the tickets and 
calls the numbers. As each couple 
hears its.number called, the pair im- 
mediately takes its place at a table. 
The first two numbers called make up 
the first table, the next two called 
make up the second table and so on 
until all the numbers have been called. 
In the event an extra person or extra 
couple is needed, the tournament di- 
rector or assistant director usually ar- 
ranges to fill in, according to the 
needs. 

The tables, incidentally, should be 
arranged in a straight line numbered 
from one up and plainly marked. Each 
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table should be provided with a score 
pad, pencil, and two packs of playing 
cards. Play starts immediately when 
all tables have been filled. 

Twelve hands are played and scor- 
ing is handled by two people, one of 
each of the couples at each of the 
tables. Only one pass hand is allowed. 
The next hand must be bid or re- 
corded as a hand. Play all one bids. 
Doubling is permissible, but not re- 
doubling. Upon completion of the 12 
hands, the score sheets signed by each 
opposing player are turned in to the 
tournament director. As soon as every- 
one has completed playing 12 hands, 
the entry tickets are again shuffled by 
the director and new seating is ar- 
ranged with new opponents on the 
same basis as at the beginning of the 
game. 

Twelve hands are again played and 
score sheets are turned in to the di- 
rector who totals the 24 hands and as- 
signs the prizes for first, second and 
low score. The kind of prizes will be 
determined by the attendance. 

Each small and grand slam com- 
pleted is awarded a bonus, usually $1 
for the small slam and $3-$5 for a 
grand slam. In addition to cash prizes 
given each night for those couples 
who attend a completed series of 
“bridge nights” (for example six con- 
secutive nights) all scores are kept 
each night by the director and tabu- 
lated as the tournament progresses. At 
the end of six nights, cash prizes are 
awarded for the three highest as well 
as low score. 

For those couples attempting to play 
the complete tournament, one substi- 
tution may be allowed during the 
course of the tourney, subject to the 
committee’s approval, on one night 
without penalty or disqualification. 

Although bridge is one of the best 
tournament card games for clubs be- 
cause it readily lends itself to organ- 
ization, there are several other good 
card game possibilities. Gin rummy is 
ideal for tournament play because of 
its popularity with all types of mem- 
bers and because its clear, simple 
rules and fast action make it a favorite 
of all players who like short and 
quickly-decided card games. In addi- 
tion, the gin rummy tournament is 
ended with a clear-cut decision as to 
winner, runner-up and other places 
and is much easier to conduct than a 
partnership tournament. 

Pinochle, canasta, five hundred, 
hearts, euchre and cribbage are other 
excellent tournament games, 

There’s lots of free help available to 
clubs who are interested in arousing 
and maintaining membership interest 
and participation in their entertain- 
ment programs. The Association of 
American Playing Card Manufactur- 
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ers, 420 Lexington Avenue, New York 
17, N. Y., has prepared a special man- 
ual, “Let’s Play Cards,” designed to 
aid all forms of card tournaments. The 
association also has special free man- 


uals for conducting bridge, canasta, 
pinochle, gin rummy and cribbage 
tournaments. Clubs may obtain free 
copies of this material by writing to 
the association.

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Luncheon Clubs Have Good Showing 


In Latest City Club Survey 


HE large city clubs are having an 

easier time making ends meet than 
the medium-sized and small ones, 
but it is the luncheon clubs which 
are able to retain the greatest per- 
centage of dues income for members’ 
equity, according to the ninth an- 
nual study of city club operations 
published by Horwath & Horwath, ac- 
countants and consultants. 

In 1958 the luncheon clubs had 7.2 
per cent and the large city clubs 2.6 
per cent of dues income available for 
members’ equity, compared with 3.3 
per cent and 2.7 per cent, respectively, 
in the preceding year. The medium- 
sized and small city clubs had de- 
ficiencies of 7.2 per cent and 2.0 per 
cent in dues income in 1958, respec- 
tively, compared with deficiencies of 
2.6 per cent and 2.8 per cent, respec- 
tively, in the preceding year. 

The four groups of clubs for which 
operating data are presented are as 
follows: 

Twenty small city clubs, each with 
membership dues income of under 
$250,000; 

Eleven medium-sized city clubs, 
each with membership dues income 
of between $250,000 and $500,000; 

Nine large city clubs, each with 
membership dues income of over 
$500,000; and 

Ten luncheon clubs in which mem- 
bership dues income ranged from 
$45,000 to $165,000.

The average annual dues per regu- 
lar member were higher than in the 
preceding year in the small, medium- 
sized and large city clubs, eight clubs 
reporting increases: two of $24 and

dium-sized clubs. Of the three groups 
of regular city clubs, however, only 
the large clubs showed an improve- 
ment in room sales. For the 12 clubs 
reporting room statistics, occupancy 
in 1958 was 67 per cent and the aver- 
age rate per occupied room was $6.47. 

Total club payrolls rose 2 per cent 
over 1957 in the three groups of reg- 
ular city clubs and 5 per cent in the 
luncheon clubs. However, the increase 
in total club income more than off- 
set the rise in payroll in the large 
clubs. On the other hand, the medium- 
sized clubs reported a rise in payrol! 
in spite of a decrease in total income 

Food and beverage payrolls were 
also higher than in the preceding yea 
in the small, large and luncheon clubs 
but lower in the medium-sized clubs. 
However, even in the medium-sized 
clubs there was a rise in the ratio 
of the departmental payroll to total 
food and beverage sales as the dror 
in sales was greater than the reduc- 
tion in payroll. The decline in sales 
and the rise in payroll and food cost 
per dollar sale resulted in a decrease 
in the restaurant departmental profits 
of the small and medium-sized clubs.

Conducting a Wine Tasting 


S it’s now December, we hope you 
/-\ are up to your neck in holiday 
business—and pushing wine, the only 
profit-making dinner beverage, at 
every opportunity! 

It was intended that this month’s 
column would be devoted to further 
facts about champagne; but ever re- 
sponsive to our readers’ desires (three 
requests in the last two weeks!) let’s 
talk about the arrangements for a 
wine tasting. 

Time 


National Wine Week in October is 
an ideal time for tasting, but why wait 
til then? Several years ago the Wine 
Advisory Board sponsored a wine 
festival in Houston in February, with 
good results. April, after Lent is a 
good time, too. 

As a reason: Hold one to decide 
what wine to add to the wine list, or 
to choose the wines to be stocked, if 
you don’t now have a list. 

A day late in the week, such as 
Thursday, with hours from 5 to 7 p.m. 
in a downtown club, or no later than 
6 to 8 p.m. in a country club seems 
to attract the largest number. One of 
the side benefits to a tasting is the 
additional dinner business which fol- 
lows so the kitchen should be open 
for at least an hour and a half after 
the tasting. All the wines tasted 
should be available for sale, prefer- 
ably by a special wine waiter, who 
could be someone promoted to that 
position for the day. 


Invitations 


Most people seem to feel that a 
wine tasting is a more or less formal 
occasion (which it shouldn’t be), so 
to dispel this feeling, it is suggested 
that the invitation be on the informal 
side, containing a list of the wines to 
be tasted, including a reply card to 
indicate acceptance and having some 
gimmick to attract attention. Sug- 
gestions are: Printing in French or 
German; mailing from such places as 
Paris, Texas, or Champaign, Illinois, 
or one of the wine towns in California 
or New York; enclosing a cork, a 
grape leaf or an old label, etc. 

The turnout will, of course, be 
larger if the event is free, but a 
charge could be made for hors 
d’oeuvres and the wines, especially 
if you have an active committee 
“pushing.” The cost can be slight (it 
will be discussed next month) and the 
event is guaranteed to increase your 
wine sales so any expenses will soon 
be absorbed in additional profits. 

A registration table should be set 
up at the door, from which you can 
prepare two mailing lists: One for 
those who came and which could be 
followed up with pamphlets about the 
various wines or a “thank you” note 
for coming, etc.; and another list of 
the members who didn’t come, who 
could be sent the tasting list or a 
miniature of the club’s wine list, etc. 
The follow-up on this type of promo-

function itself. 


Numbers 


Generally about 15 per cent of 
those invited (men and wives) attend 
after the initial venture, so the at- 
tendance card helps pinpoint the 
number. Eight wines are the mini- 
mum number that should be served, 
with between 15 to 20 best for groups 
of more than 300 persons. The major 
types that should be represented in a 
tasting of eight wines (numbers in 
parenthesis are for the 20 wine tast- 
ings): 


3 White—dry (2), sweet (2), 
Rhine (3), (Italian, etc. 1) 

1 Rosé (Loire & Rhone Type 2) 

2 Red—Burgundy (2), Bordeaux 
(2), (Italian or Rhone 1) 

1 Appetizer (1) or Dessert (2) 

1 Sparkling (American & Im- 

ported 2) 


The tasting could be limited to 
American wines, which are excellent 
and would open a lot of your mem- 
bers’ eyes. But let’s face it, your turn- 
out will be considerably less than if 
you offer an assortment of imported 
and home-grown! Thus, in the 
“twenty wine groups” the two dry 
whites might be a French Chablis and 


a California Pinot Blanc, the two red 
Burgundy wines, a Pommard and a 
Pinot Noir, etc. Every effort should 
be made to choose wines that illus- 
trate a different, specific character- 
istic, either as to type, sweetness (or 
lack thereof), place of origin, etc. 


Selection 


Further, the wines should repre- 
sent a number of wholesalers ani 
brands to eliminate any indication cf 
preference for a particular firm. But 
very definitely you should  shov, 
preference as to individual wines. Set 
up a small comparative “blindfold’ 
tasting of all the white wines in you: 
cellar, plus two or three new one; 
that you don’t stock. Invite your hea: 
waiter, the person that plans th: 
party menus, the bartender and th2 
chef to join you in tasting no more 
than six dry ones at one time. 

Of course, you might like to ask 
your president and the chairman cf 
the house committee to sit in on the 
selection—or get the entertainment 
committee chairman to appoint a 
wine selection committee. No matter 
who tastes, every effort should be 
made to keep the wine identities a 
secret. 

Labels should be removed or hid- 
den and letters substituted. A grease

pencil such as the dictaphone pencil 
is excellent for marking the bottle 
and the matching glass at each place. 

Each person should be supplied 
with six lettered, large wine glasses 
and the wines poured three at a time 
by a waiter not involved in the tast- 
ing, so that comparison can be ob- 
jective rather than subjective or sub- 
ject to memory. Bits of a bland cheese 
and bland crackers and melba toast 
should be available to “cleanse the 
palate.” 

Each person rates each one of the 
wines secretly on the attributes of 
cclor, fragrance, flavor and aftertaste 
by assigning one point to the best, 
tvvo points to next best, etc., and add- 
irg the score for each wine. Thus the 
one having the highest number is the 
least popular. Then these ratings are 
added together to yield the group 
peference.

fame in recent years by her published 
stories and book, was the featured 
after dinner speaker, and her talk re- 
vealed many hours of study in the 
Congressional and other libraries in 
Washington. 

Mrs. Aimi took as her subject 
“What Every Club Manager in His 
Right Mind Should Know” and said 
that it was rather generally agreed 
that few club managers are in their 
right minds for if they were they 
would not be club managers. Instead, 
they would probably sell apples until 
accumulating sufficient money to join 
a country club and then they would 
remove their hats and show their 
horns as is many club members’ wont. 

Mrs. Aimi’s humorous talk was 
based on 15 rules of health written in 
1868. The calibre of the rules was in- 
dicated in the three ways they advised 
the improvement of the memory, 
namely, “by stretching strongly on 
rising up,” by “combing the hair with 
an ivorie combe,” and by “washing 
the eyes with well water,” which also 
“preserved the eyesight free from all 
passion and bloodshed.” 

A business meeting followed the 


dinner, and Walter A. Slowinski, cow- 
sel for the CMAA, discussed “Tex 
Relief for Clubs Making Capital 
Improvement Projects.” This was ou:- 
lined in detail in the November issue 
of CLuB MANAGEMENT (page 20). The 
important point is that the 20 per cent 
tax on club dues will not apply when 
those dues, or extra assessments, aie 
used for the construction or recon- 
struction of club facilities begun on 
or after January 1, 1959. It is essential 
that such funds not only be ear- 
marked for such improvements, but 
be actually paid out within three years 
of their collection. Mr. Slowinski 
urged strongly that such funds col- 
lected for capital improvements be 
put in a special bank account which 
of course can be in the same bank as 
other club funds, but classified as a 
special “Club Improvement Fund.” 
These funds may be taken from regu- 
lar dues provided suitable action is 
taken by the club directors, and the 
funds segregated. , 

Initiation fees can be handled in 
this same manner—if all or part of 
the initiation fee is immediately put 
in the Improvement Fund and actu- 
ally paid out within three years. 

It is important to note that “mere 
upkeep and repairs do not constitute 
construction or reconstruction.”
